COMPLICATIONS OF THE MOOSE- 
HEAD PULP AND PAPER CO. 











The Causes Which Led to the Diffi- 
culty—The Creditors Taking a tiand 
In the Fight—A Granu Mix Up— 
What Will the Outcome te ? 


Some eight or nine months ago the 
Moosehead -Pulp and Paper Company, of 
Solon, Me., down sits mill and 
ceased operations. The cause of the trouble 
has been stated to be the want of harmony

At that time, or 
previous to the general disruption, Stanton 
Day was president, L. P. Foster treas- 
urer, and D. T. Mills general manager o! 
the company, while Wallace C. Clement, 
of Rutland, Vt., was one of the principal 
stockholders, a holder of several thousands 
of dollars of the company’s bonds, and a 
member of the board of directors. 

The value of the plant was represented 
by stock amounting to $400,000, and $200, - 
000 bonds, Wallace C. Clement owning 
three-eighths of the stock ; Stanton Day, 
three-eighths, and D. T. Mills two-eighths. 

The present indebtedness of the company 
is said to be about $60,000 on merchandise 
account, while $115,000 of the bonds are 
out as collateral. This statement is only as- 
sumption on the part of those interested, 
as the company has never made a complete 
statement of its assets and liabilities. It is 
claimed that on April 1 of this year the 
company was insolvent. 

On April 3, it is stated, Wallace C. 
Clement transferred a loan of $53,000 to 
one Godfrey Dunscome, of New York, on 
three months’ time, with $123,000 of bonds 
of the Moosehead Pulp and Paper Com- 
pany as collateral. During the three 
months Wallace C. Clement, who had been 
elected president of the company, to suc- 
ceed Stanton Day during the troublous 
times, just before the disruption of the 
old management, resigned his office, sold 
out his Stock, so it is said, and had his 
of directors other officers re- 


board and 


sign. 

The bonds hypothecated, it is said, were 
sold for $3,000, although some parties say 
that $7,000 was obtained from them. This 
sale was made ata time, so says the attorney 
now acting for the creditors, when the com- 
pany was entirely without officers and was 
not able to protect itself. The creditors’ 
counsel says that it was a collusive sale, a 
fact that, he says, is demonstrated in that 
Mr. Clement had guaranteed the loan and 
that when the collateral was sold it was 
sold to Frank D. White, of Rutland, Vt., 
who is said to be Mr. Clement’s counsel. 

On November 4, 1897, a stockholders’ 
meeting was held, when, it is charged, Mr. 
White put in his own board of directors. 
On November 23 the Boston Safe Deposit 
and Trust Company, trustee under the 
mortgage, took possession. It is stated that 
on the following day the company, through 
its officers, filed a voluntary petition in in- 
solvency.

Previous to this Mr. White, who repre- 
sented the Moosehead Pulpand Paper Com- 
pany, had organized a new company, known 
as the Moosehead Company, and with his 
directors leased the property of the Moose- 
head Pulp and Paper Company to the new 
Moosehead Company. According to the 
representations of the creditors the forego- 
ing statements are facts, and they firmly be- 
lieve that two further steps are to be taken 
in the interest of Wallace C. Clement: that 
an assignee friendly to Mr. Clement's inter- 
ests is to be chosen; that the trustee (the 
Boston Safe Deposit and Trust Company) 
is to be rendered so uncomfortable in its 
position that the company will resign its 
trust, leaving Mr. Clement as a majority 
bondholder to name a new 
may act in his special interest. 

The logical conclusion is that the equity 


trustee who 


is to be sold by the assignee thus chosen; 
that the $123,000 of bonds is also to be 
sold, and a lease already executed by the 
new officers of the Moosehead Pulp and 
Paper Company to the Moosehead Com 
pany is to be used, so claim the cred- 
itors, for the purpose of disposing of said 
property. This transaction, it is claimed, if 
completed, will freeze out the stockholders 
of the Moosehead Pulp and Paper Com- 
pany. It will also freeze out the unsecured 
creditors, and oblige the minority bondhold 
ers, so it is claimed, to accept whatever Mr. 
Clement may be pleased to offer them for 
their bonds. 

“The whole scheme,” said 
large creditors, “is this—that with the lease 
to said purchaser he can be put in pos- 
session of the property, and the bonds 
which Mr. Clement, through his man of 
Straw, controls can be transferred to the 
purchaser. If the parties in the interest 
of Mr. Clement secure an assignee who 
will act in this behalf, the equity can be 
sold at private sale without notice and 
bought in for a very small sum.” 

It is reported that an offer of $250,000 
has been made to Mr. Clement for the 
property. 

Speaking of the possible sale, one of the 
creditors’ counsel said that if the sale is 
consummated the sum realized will be suf- 
ficient not only to pay to Mr. Clement all 
that he has advanced the company, but 
leave him the net sum of about $125,000, 
and the creditors will be left out in the 
cold. The attorney for many of the cred- 
itors proposes to protect their interests by 
frustrating the scheme. A new buyer has 
since presented himself on the scene, and 
a larger offer than $250,000 has been made 
to the attorney acting in behalf

The W. T. Keener Company’s store at 
96 Washington street, Chicago, Ill, was 
closed by Deputy Sheriff Nickerson Tues- 
day of last week on writs of execution is- 
sued under three confessions of judgments 
aggregating $13,378.61. The confessions are 
in favor of the Bank of Commerce, $8,952.- 
61; F. B. Hanchett, $3,363, and M. Vor- 
hauer, $1,063. The company makes a 
specialty of medical books. It carries a 
stock estimated in value at $10,000. The 
city branches of the company were located 
at Congressand Wood streets, Congress and 
Honore streets and in the laboratory of 
Rush Medical College. It has also a branch 
in St. Louis. 

The business was established in 1874, but 
was not incorporated until 1893. when it had 
a capital stock of $25,000. The officers of 
the company ,are: S. A. Conrad, president; 
E. H. Colgrove, vice-president; W. J. An- 
derson, secretary; F. W. Daniels, treasurer. 

The store of the company was besieged 
during the morning of the day in question 
by a mob of anxious medics from the Rush 
Medical College, who wanted money which 
had been deposited with the firm, which is 
in the sheriff's hands. 

Students of the college were in the cus- 
tom of leaving their money in the care of 
the proprietors of the store. It brought no 
interest and was not supposed to be used, 
so it is said.

The last 
mail from Brazil brought several inquiries 
and a large order, with the understanding 
that this was to be bought at a certain 
price, otherwise not to be executed. In this 
market as well as in Cuba it is claimed that 
merchants can buy paper much cheaper in 
Germany than in this country. but this week 
there have been shipments of paper to Cuba 
and several orders placed in competition 
with German mills, with the understanding 
that if the American price is maintained 
equally as low as the German the orders 
will come this way on account of prompt 
deliveries.—Journal of Commerce and Com- 
mercial Bulletin, New York.

The rabbit season on Long Island is in 
full swing, and there’s a good story going 
the rounds about three youths connected

APPLETON, WIs , November 23, 1897. 

There is nothing particularly new to be 
said this week about business. It is keep- 
ing up splendidly. One manufacturer told 
me to-day that he had orders enough al- 
ready to keep his mill going until February, 
and was refusing orders every day. Many 
others talk in the same strain, and there 
seems to be no sign of a let-up. 
improving a little all the time, too, so that 
altogether things look pretty satisfactory 
just at present. 

During his visit of a few days to this val- 
ley last week, your correspondent had the 
pleasure of a chat with H. R. Willier, of San 
Francisco, the gentleman through whom a 
good deal of export business has been com- 
ing to this valley during the few 
months. It is since about last July that this 
business has been coming to the valley, and 
during this time many hundreds of tons 
have been made and shipped to Japan. Mr. 
Willier had a lot more orders in his pocket 
on his last visit, which he was ready to 
place in case his terms could be met. He 
said he noticed an upward tendency lately 
in the price of paper, and also in the freight 
rates charged upon the product to the coast. 
The export paper made in this valley, he 
said, had all gone to Japan, but he was 
sending paper made elsewhere to other 
foreign countries. The Japs liked the paper, 
Mr. Willier said, and were sending in dupli- 
cate orders, and as the business was abso- 
lutely cash for the manufacturers, with no 
waiting whatever and absolutely no risk, it 
was a pretty good thing, too, for the paper 
manufacturers. He intimated that the 
amount of business available was almost un- 
limited, provided prices were right. 

It is quite evident that the export business 
is going to be more of a factor soon than it 
ever has been in the past. The manufac- 
turers are constantly receiving more in- 
quiries for product to be sent abroad. 

Your correspondent is informed that the 
Williamette Paper Company, of Oregon, has 
just about concluded arrangements for mak- 
ing an addition to its plant, which will cost 
not less than $200,000. The company finds it 
necessary on account of increasing business 
to make a big addition to its mill. It is 
understood that the product will be print 
paper. This company is located a good 
way from the Fox River Valley, but as far 
as I have seen this news has not heretofore 
appeared in print, and will be interesting 
to the machinery men and the trade gen- 
erally. 

Brief notice was contained in THE Jour- 
NAL last week of the failure of Henry 
Sherry, of Neenah. Mr. Sherry’s assign- 
ment has also precipitated the assignment 
of the Park Falls Pulp and Paper Company, 
of which he was practically the sole owner. 
J. W. Cameron, of Milwaukee, a gentleman 
with whom Mr. Sherry was formerly asso- 
ciated in business, is assignee not only of 
Mr. Sherry’s personal estate, but also of 
stock companies with which Mr. 
Sherry was connected, which his failure has 
driven to the wall. Of these Tue 
ParpeR TRADE JOURNAL will only be inter- 
ested in the fate of the Park Falls concern, 
The assignee’s bonds on account of this 
corporation are placed at $75,000. The mill 
continues to be operated under the assignee. 
A lamentable feature of this assignment is 
the loss that must fall upon C. W. Howard, 
of Neenah, who was formerly the proprietor 
of the Howard Paper Mill at Menasha. Mr. 
Howard sold his Menasha property for 
about $100,000 just before the hard times 
came on. When the Park Falls mill was 
built he put in the greater share of the 
money necessary. Some little time ago Mr. 
Sherry purchased his interest, giving him 
notes for the amount, but the notes were 
unsecured by mortgage, and since then a 
mortgage for $75,000 upon the mill was 
given to Oshkosh parties. It is understood 
that Mr. Howard's unsecured liability on 
these notes amounts to between $60,000 and 
$70,000. W. A. Gerbrick, of this city, who 
was formerly connected with the Park Falls 
Company, when he went to it put in $1,000 
in cash, and gave a note for $9,000 in addi- 
tion. Several weeks ago, when he left the 
concern, he was able to withdraw both the 
cash and the note, so that he is unharmed. 
Mr. Sherry’s total liabilities are estimated 
at about a million dollars, and while it is too

early to say what kind of a settlement will | 


be made, it is thought there will be a very 
considerable loss. 


The Kimberly & Clark Company has or- | 


dered another sulphite digester for its mill 
at Kimberly. The digester will be 14x32 
feet in size, the same as the new one lately 
put in, and will have a daily capacity of 
about 15 tons. This digester may be used 
to take the place of some smaller ones in 
the mill.

under the direction of O’Keefe & Orbison. 
A steam feed saw has been put in, the 
barkers have been rearranged, and three 
new ones added, and the refuse is taken to 
the boiler room by a conveyor instead of a 
blower. All countershafting has been 
taken out, and the machinery run from di- 
rect lines. A saving of power has been 
made, while the capacity of the wood room 
has been increased 30 per cent. 

Superintendent S. R. Wagg, of the Fox 
River Paper Company, has contracted with 
the Riverside Fibre Company for the right 
to use his patent digester lining in the new 
digester that the Riverside people are to 
put in. This company contracted for its 
first Wagg lining in 1893. In 1895 it used 
the lining in two more digesters, and now 
it will be used in the fourth. Other places 
where the Wagg lining has been used with 
perfect satisfaction are: In four digesters 
at Cumberland, Md.; two digesters at the 
Badger Paper Company, Kaukauna; two 
digesters at the Combined Locks Paper 
Company, and two digesters at the mill of 
the Ashland Fibre Company. 

The building operations at the mill of 
the Riverside Fibre Company are going on 
rapidly. The new wet machine and screen 
room is completed. The new acid plant 
building is inclosed. The foundations are 
in for the new digester, likewise the found- 
ations for the new steam engine. The 
foundation is also completed for the new 
boiler house. About all that remains to be 
done is the replacing of the machinery. 

The Apple River electric power trans- 
mission plant has been completed accord- 
ing to C. B. Pride’s designs, and has just 
been put in operation, supplying the city 
of New Richmond with light for her streets 
and waterworks, and also supplying light 
and power for general purposes. 

H. M. French, of the Graham Paper 
Company, St. Louis, has been in the valley 
this week. 

Chas. T. Wilson, of Albany, is in town 
calling on the trade and friends generally. 

J. H. Connor, of Hamilton, Ohio, is in 
the valley.

DAYTON, Ohio, November 21, 1°97. 

This is the week of prayerful Thanksgiv- 
ing, when all truly grateful paper manu- 
facturers should uplift their voices with an 
unmistakable spirit. 

Just now there is much to be thankful 
for. When the President issued his proc- 
lamation he doubtless thought of the vast 
improvement in industrial circles, which 
has extended to all lines of manufacture 
in all sections of the country. And well 
he should, for certainly no Thanksgiving 
week within the past four years has pre- 
sented such satisfactory prospects for the 
future. 

The condition of trade continues to im- 
prove in all branches of the paper and nov- 
elty business. 

“We should be duly thankful 
turning prosperity,” remarked a prominent 
member of the trade. “This will be the 
most glorious Thanksgiving for a period 
of several years. Employees should be 
happy over the improved state of trade, as 
well as employers, for there is a common 
interest at stake. In the Miami Valley 
the paper trade has brightened so won- 
derfully since early fall that an unprece- 
dented business for next year seems within 
our grasp.

The Dayton Times, the morning Demo- 
cratic organ of Montgomery County, which 
recently passed into the hands of a re- 
ceiver, has been granted authority to 
change the time of publication, and will 
hereafter be printed as an afternoon daily. 
An editorial announcement to this effect 
appeared in the paper the day previous to 
the change. 

Judge Dustin has made an entry in the 
case of the Central Ohio Paper Company 
against the Miami Printing Company, pub- 
lishers of the Times, in which, under the 
application of Receiver J. McLain Smith, 
he orders that the property and its fran- 
chises as a running concern be sold at pub- 
lic sale to the highest bidder. The adver- 
tisement of the sale was ordered to be 
made in newspapers of Dayton and Cin- 
cinnati, and continue for four weeks. The 
terms of sale as stipulated are as follows: 
One-third cash, one-third payable in thirty 
days and one-third in sixty days. 


“If it is found advisable, however, in the 
meantime, the receiver is given the option 
of selling at private sale, but whether dis- 
posed of publicly or privately, the sale 
shall be subject to the decision of the 
court,” adds the judge. 

Pending the sale the receiver is directed 
to reduce the size of the paper and sell 
it at one cent per day, and to issue it as 
a morning or afternoon paper, as he con- 
siders wise under the circumstances. Fol- 
lowing this decree of the court, Receiver 
Smith decided to issue the Times as an af- 
ternoon one-cent paper, without reducing 
its size, and, with the Press, constitute the 
only penny papers published here, though 
the Cincinnati Post and Times-Star cir- 
culate to the extent of several thousand. 

With the entrée of the Times as an 
afternoon paper comes much speculation. 
It is claimed that if the venture is demon- 
strated to be a success Paul J. Sorg may 
take hold of it, but it is thought that this 
alert paper manufacturer has his hands 
full in the purchase of a Toledo daily. 
There are now five afternoon newspapers 
in Dayton, including the News, Herald and 
Volks-Zeitung, and a single morning Re- 
publican sheet, the Journal, which has stood 
guard here for over half a century. As 
was previously mentioned in these col- 
umns, several changes of an important 
character have occurred in the Huffman 
Publishing Company, whereby the Huff- 
mans have retired, and the entire ownership 
has been assumed by W. H. Simms, president 
of the Dayton National Bank. Mr. Simms 
has always been a stockholder in the News, 
and proposes to inject some metropolitan 
energy and enterprise into the concern. 
A formal transfer of stock was made last 
Friday by John W. Aull, of the Aull 
Brothers Paper Company; W. H. Mer- 
riam, and John Harries, of the Weston Pa- 
per and Manufacturing Company. Entire 
satisfaction is expressed on all sides. 

Charles H. Simms, who is now traveling 
abroad with his wife, and who has been 
the manager of the News for seven years 
past, will assume active charge upon his 
return, in about six weeks. He is 
in Paris upon a bridal tour, having been 
wedded a few months since to Miss Peck, 
daughter of the Chicago millionaire. Mr. 
Simms will retain his old force of men, 
who have been instrumental in pushing 
the News to the front.

My salutation to the trade on my rounds: 
“What have you, as paper dealers, to be 
thankful for?” was met almost without ex- 
ception with a smiling response, and the 
declaration that, of a truth, prosperity 
seemed to be returning with rapid strides. 
Thanksgiving Day this year will be ever 
so much more joyous than it was last year, 
and the conditions that have existed within 
the last few months have given the trade 
generally reasons to be thankful. C. S. 
Garrett & Son, for instance, state that the 
year which is just closing has been a more 
satisfactory one with them than any year 
since 1892, when they reached high-water 
mark. The receipts have surpassed those 
of, any year since 1892, and as prices are 
lower now than they were then, the vol- 
ume of goods handled has far exceeded 
that of the past. I. N. Megargee & Co. 
report themselves to be very busy, with 
large orders to attend to. A. G. Elliot 
& Co. declare that their business has been 
exceedingly satisfactory, and that they have 
much to be thankful for. The Garrett- 
Buchanan Company has been compelled 
to have its employees work overtime, in 
order to get out goods sold. C. M. 
Stoever & Co. are enjoying unusual busi- 
ness activity; in fact, all along the line 
there is bustle and satisfactory returns. In 
stock, too, there is much doing. Prices 
have not gone up to any considerable ex- 
tent, but stock moves along very well, and 
prices are firmly held. 












Book papers and news are a bit demoral- 
ized, but cheap wrapping paper enjoys a 
strong and rising market. No. 2 manillas 
are in large demand and at prices which 
are, on the whole, satisfactory. Indeed, 
the market for these papers has been so 
good that it has afforded an improved op- 
portunity for straw papers. Straw papers 
have been sinking for a long time, but the 
firmness in No. 2 manilla and the prices 
being asked have opened up an opportunity 
for the sale of straw papers which is being 
taken advantage of by those interested. 
Fibre papers are also in good demand, and 
need not be sold at a sacrifice. Felt papers 
have taken on an improvement also. 

Some little wonder_exists among the 
trade at the continued news 
salesmen. They have been exceedingly 
scarce during the last few weeks. The in- 
ference is drawn that the mills have orders 
enough to keep them busy without being 
compelled to send out their men searching 
for additional sales. 

The big news of the week is in the an- 
nouncement that the firm of George 
Anthony & Co. has been bought out by C. 
M. Stoever & Co. The trade has not yet 
been generally informed of this, but within 
a few days an official announcement of this 
fact will be made. C. M. Stoever & Co. are 
now busy on a bulletin calling the atten- 
tion of the trade to the opportunity which 
will exist after December 6 to secure choice 
paper at a bargain. The entire stock of 
Anthony & Co., which fills the two build- 
ings at 17-19 South Sixth street, has been 
transferred to Stoever & Co. An inventory 
is now being made, and on and after De- 
cember 6 the trade will have the opportunity 
of purchasing a considerable quantity of it. 
E. R. Buckley, the manager of Anthony & 
Co., will in the future devote his attention 
to the stock house at 517 Minot street, 
which was formerly conducted by him, but 
what other changes will occur has not yet 
been announced. Stoever & Co. assert that 
the stock purchased by them is not only 
exceedingly varied, but is extensive as well. 
The bulletin soon to be issued will describe 
the lots to be offered for sale in detail. 

Paper makers in the Eastern States will 
be interested in the announcement that the 
board of education has determined to grant 
them an opportunity to bid directly on the 
paper required by the scholars in the public 
schools under its care. Some time ago, it 
will be remembered, a petition was drawn 
up by forty principals who met in secret ses- 
sion, calling attention to the alleged poor 
quality of drawing and writing paper for 
the pencil which was being supplied to the 
schools. The supply committee of the board 
met and determined that in the future all 
bidders must supply three samples of their 
paper, one of which was for the school prin- 
cipal, the other for the board and the third 
for the superintendent of schools, so that a 
comparison between the quality contracted 
for and that supplied might readily be 
made.

It was then de- 
termined to open the gates wider to bidders 
so that paper makers might directly bid on 
the paper required. Said Mr. Huey, chair- 
man the supply committee: “The most 
extraordinary difference is in legal cap pa- 
per of 14 pounds weight. Here in Phila- 
delphia we pay $2.20, $2.73, $3.25 and $2.10, 
as against 94 cents all round paid in New 
York, while for manilla paper we pay 50 
cents, as against 20% cents in New York. 
This is simply ridiculous. I find that pa- 
per manufacturers in this city decline to bid, 
and the supply for the schools is confined to 
one firm, which does not manufacture. We 
can at least ask the New York firms sup- 
plying the schools there to bid on our sup-

DETERMINATION OF COLORS BY 
ARTIFICIAL LIGHT. 


In reply to an inquiry in a recent num- | 


ber of the Papier-Zeitung as to the con- 
struction of a magnesium lamp adapted 
for practical use in paper mills and dyeing 
establishments for the exact determination 
of shades of color where there is insuf- 
ficient daylight, Dr. Adolph 
the Charlottenburg paper testing institute, 
writes in the same paper as follows: 

“It is true that magnesium light pos- 
sesses the required brilliancy and white- 
ness, but there are 
connected with its use that it is rarely 
used. There are various lamps in the mar- 
ket designed to produce a more lasting 
and to some extent uniform light by means 
of magnesium, and they all have as their 
principal feature a band or strip rolled of 
magnesium metal, which is wound on a 
reel and advanced by a sort of clockwork 
as its combustion of the ignited wire 
progresses. Some of these lamps have 
a special lighting mechanism or are pro- 
vided with concave mirrors into the 
focus. of which the ignited magnesium 
wire enters. Aside from the fact that 
none of these lamps works as regularly 
as could be desired, the combustion of 
the magnesium produces a great deal of 
finely divided oxide, which in its form of 
white soot is hardly less disagreeable and 
troublesome than the black soot from 
ordinary lamps; anyone who has ever 
taken a photograph in a_ closed room 
with a-magnesium flash light will corrob- 
orate this statement.

conditions under which belts are operated 
in sawmills, shoe factories, textile mills and 
machine shops. Certain conditions in ‘the 
air, due to the presence of fumes of acids, 





coloring matters and bleach liquids, tend to 
affect the power transmitting qualities of 
| leather, rubber, canvas, link and all types of 
belting. The steam from boiling vats, the 
moisture from condensed steam in the dry 
rooms, and similar conditions exist in the 
paper and pulp mill that are not present in 
the machine shop or the wood-working mill. 
The dryness of the air in the rag-dusting 
departments and,in some mills, the grinding 
rooms, brings on another set of conditions 
to calculate upon when belting important 
drives in a paper-mill plant. The sugges- 
tions given in this article are therefore based 
| directly upon the transmission of power by 
| belting in paper mills, First of all, the shafts 
on which the pulleys run should be perfectly 
| parallel, the surfaces of neither pulley should 


‘ | taper, nor should the hangers yield in any 


way to the pull of the belt. All this is quite 
well known to anyone who has anything to 
| do with belts, but as the why and wherefore 
is not always clear, it might be a good idea 
to practice with a counter shaft, an example 


of which is given in Fig. 1. 

There are usually one or more idle coun- 
| ter shafts available, and if the hangers are 
not already provided with adjustable journal 
screws the latter can be put in with little 
labor. These screws are marked A and B. 
The pulley C is set-screwed or keyed to the 
shaft for driving purposes. 

The driving belt should be furnished with 
an idler and arranged so as to permit the 
elevating and depressing of the shaft. Twen- 
ty-four-inch diameter and about 10-inch face 
pulleys will serve the purpose. A corre- 
sponding set of pulleys or a cylinder may be 
fixed below and a belt put on. The pulley 
can then be thrown out of line by the ad- 
justing screws. The pulley can be set to the 
angle represented by the lines D or to the 
other extreme represented by E. Belts gen- 
erally seek the high side of a pulley, hence 
belts are sometimes kept in place by a strip 
of lagging tacked to the centre of the pulley. 
| The increased diameter of a pulleyat its cen- 
| tre also holds the belt to its course. But an 
hour’s practice with the shifting screws of 
the countershaft example will show that a 
high side produced by elevating the edge of 





a pulley, by raising one end of the shaft on | 


which the pulley is fixed, repels the belt,

causing it to take to the opposite or lower 
side, as at EZ, Fig. 3, and not as at D, Fig. 2. 
Of course the belt will be destroyed in time 
if permitted to hang over the edge as at E, 
Fig. 3. But the remedy is not found by 
substituting a pulley with an increased cen- 
tral diameter, or by rivetting on a narrow 
strip of lagging. Even then the shafts must 
be nearly parallel, and the pulleys must be 
very near in line. Even after truing shafts 
and pulleys the belt, owing to the stretch- 
ing of one side as a result of hugging the 
edge of the pulley, will not keep in a 
straight path. The belt can be turned, and

As to the matter of putting on new belts, 
| it may be useful to know that there are 
| certain drives in which it is better to have 
the belt run with the outside, or the feather 
| edge of the laps, pointing outward from the 
pulleys. This is shown in Fig. 6. If the 
edge of the lap joint is next the pulleys, and 
| points toward the direction the belt runs, 
| the strain is thrown on the opposite ends of 
the laps at a dangerous time, causing the 
| edge to work loose and open, as at B. The 
difficulty is increased if an idler is used, for 
| then the inside edges of the laps are made

in special cases the latter way is used. Re- 
ferring to the slipping of belts in large drive 
systems, it is usually figured out the pulleys 
are too small, speed too slow, or pull too 
| great. To increase the diameter of both 
pulleys will, of course, increase the adhesion 
j and stop the slipping, as the speed of the 
Loose pulleys have always been more or less 
trouble in all power systems. The difficul- 


| 
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ties usually arise from oiling. Patent oilers 
belt will be increased and the pull reduced. 
Figs. 7 and 8 are given to illustrate two sys- 
tems of heavy drives in which slipping of 
belts and several general defects were re- 
moved by running one belt on top of an- 
other. In Fig. 7 the A is the driver and B 
the shaft wheel, both iron and covered with 
leather. The faces are 10 inch. The system 
had been run with a strong double belt, with 
a sag of about 5 inches, but not satisfac- 
torily. Finally two single belts were tried, 
one running on top of the other. At first 
the tightness of both belts was nearly alike, 
but the action was not uniform, nor did it 
improve until both belts had stretched to 
about the Fig. 7, in 
which the top belt is indicated by C, witha 


condition shown in 
sag of about 6 inches,and the bottom belt by 
D, with a sag of some roinches. The shaft has 
run well under these conditions. One might 
be tempted to carry the sag idea out further, 
as in Fig. 8, with the object of ascertaining 
what amount of power such a system could 
transmit, depending, as is necessarily the 
case, almost entirely upon the weight of the 
belting for adhesion. Strains on the shaft 
would be reduced with the looser belts, but 
where the machinery operated is subject to 
irregularities and vibrations, and there is no 
balance wheel on the shaft, excessive sag is 
not advisable.

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OATHS TO INVOICES, 


Boston Merchants Urge Action by the 


Treasury Department. 


The Washington correspondent of the 
New York Journal of Commerce, writing 
concerning the certification of invoices, says 
under date of November 22:

the question. The attitude taken by Henry 
F. Merritt, lately consul at Barmen, who 
called with the Boston delegation at the 
White House and the Treasury, was that 
the German exporter should make oath be- 


fore a German magistrate to the correctness 


of the declaration attached to his invoice. 
Mr. Merritt has not been entirely alone in 
taking this attitude, but has had the sym- 
pathy and support of several other United 
States consuls. The declaration to the in- 
voice, taken before a consul, is valueless 
from any legal point of view. The custom 
which has prevailed of taking depositions in 
Germany without the oath before a German 
magistrate has been of no validity, and has 
been an infringement of the treaty between 
the United States and Germany upon this 
subject, so far as it has had any force what- 
ever. The purpose of the consuls who have 
required an oath before a German magis- 
trate has been to subject the exporters to 
the pains and penalties of perjury in case 
they make a false oath. 

“The practice in regard to oaths and de- 
positions taken before United States consuls 
in Germany has been extremely loose and 
contradictory. The attempt of Mr. Merritt, 
when consul at Barmen, to require an oath 
before a magistrate caused some irritation 
among the exporters there, and brought out 
some rather peculiar reasons for their un- 
willingness to take the oath. The consul 
held the whip hand in one respect—that the 
exporters were obliged to comply with his 
requirements or they could not get their 
invoices certified. He asked them to put in 
writing their reasons for unwillingness to 
take an oath before a German magistrate, 
and the following is a sample of the class of 
reasons assigned: 

I cannot undertake before my own conscience 
and before the world to swear an oath which by 
some mistake—of course, not by intention—might 
not correspond with exact truth. According to 
German law, perjury is not only punished if com- 
mitted purposely, but if done so carelessly. In 
case you would not denounce me to the German 
authorities, but your Custom House would raise 
my prices on their arrival in America, after hav- 
ing sworn I would morally be bound to ask for 
a@ reappraisement, and by this would miss the 
time of selling the goods. Although the prices 
given in my invoices are made upon the most 
honest principles, there may be a different view 
of the value on the other side of the. Atlantic, 
and to avoid a heavier loss I might pay the ad- 
vance of duty in some cases, where I could not 
wait, on account of the time of delivery being 
due. This could not be done if an oath had been 
sworn on the correctness of the invoice, and I 
would be compelled to fight right through to the 
end for it, and, if winning even, I certainly would 
be the loser. 

“The German law does not permit the ad- 
ministration of binding oaths before a lot 
of notaries and subordinate officials, but re- 
quires that they shall be taken before a mag- 
istrate. It is this fact apparently which led 
the Department of State to notify the con- 
sul at Cologne some time ago that this sug- 
gestion of requiring an oath to invoices be- 
fore a German official authorized to admin- 
ister oaths was not practicable. The Ger-

“The attitude of the German Government 
in this respect is apparently well within its 
rights, and is referred to as an indication of 
the lack of validity of oaths pretending to 
be administered by any other authority than 
that of a German court of law. It was this 
position of the Imperial Government which 
appears to have influenced the Department 
of State in accepting the view that it ‘is not 
practicable’ to have invoices sworn to be- 
fore a German magistrate. Prompt protest 
against the taking of depositions by Ameri- 
can officials was made in the celebrated case 
of the Apollinaris Company, and notice was 
served on the consul at Cologne that he 
could not properly permit such depositions 
to be taken. The German Government, 
however, has instructed its officials that, for 
the purpose of protecting the interest of 
German subjects, district courts may grant 
requests to administer oaths where it ap- 
pears that the interest of petitioners and the 
ends of justice will be promoted thereby. 
This was done in a general order of the 
Imperial Government of October 24, 1884, 
which does not seem to have attracted much 
attention at the Department of State. The 
order of 1884 was issued essentially for the 
benefit of German subjects in cases where 
their interests might require a legal oath, as 
in the prosecution of patent cases. Its lan- 
guage, however, justifies the courts in ad- 
ministering oaths in cases where German 
subjects may thereby be enabled to secure 
the certification of their invoices and the 
promotion of their foreign trade. It was 
under this general order of the Imperial 
German Government that Mr. Merritt acted 
as Barmen in compelling German shippers 
to take oaths before their own magistrates. 
The purpose of the delegation of the Boston 
Merchants’ Association is to obtain general 
instructions for the consuls that such oaths 
shall be required in the case of all invoices. 
There is no doubt, in their opinion, that the 
magistrates will administer such oaths 
under the order of 1884, when it appears 
that they are necessary for the protection of 
the interests of German subjects, and in any 
case it will remain for the German exporters 
to secure domestic legislation which will 
permit them to take binding oaths if they 
find that they are necessary in order to con- 


tinue the consignment of goods to the 
United States.”

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DISCONNECTING DEVICES. 
[WRITTEN FOR THE PAPER TRADE JOURNAL. ]}

There must be several places in the mill 
where disconnecting devices are a necessity 
in the power transmission. The power to 
cut off any particular shaft or machine 
means money in the pocket of the owner 
whenever accident or repairs make it desir- 
able for a portion of the mill to be stopped. 
In such cases, it does not pay to have to 
stop everything and drive a jack-shaft pin- 
ion out of gear with sledge hammer and 
rams, with the certainty of having to repeat 
the time-killing performance when the pow- 
er is started again. Neither does it pay to 
cut off a belt to stop a shaft. The time is 
not great for such an operation, but when 
starting time comes, the clamping on of a 
16 or 20-inch belt cannot be done in one 
minute, or in ten, and the mill is idle all that 
time. . The men are idle, too, and the total 
loss amounts to considerable after it has 
been figured down close. 

It is always desirable to have some means 
of stopping any member of the power trans- 
mission, and the above note shows that it is 
profitable to have, and, furthermore, that it 
is a course of positive loss, not to have the 
mill thus equipped. Now, the 
comes: what kind of disconnecting device 
shall be used? The answer to be given de- 
pends entirely upon the conditions sur- 
rounding the particular case in hand. What 
will work first rate in one case will not be 
worth “a continental” in another. The loose 
pulley is the most common method, and 
about all that can be said against it is the 
manner in which the loose pulley straight- | 
way wears itself out, and becomes a rattling | 
clap-trap of a nuisance. But this is not the 
fault of the pulley. No loose pulley ever 
wore out as long as it was kept well fitting 
and well oiled. It is the man who makes, 
and the man who does not take care of the 
loose pulley that are to blame. They should 
bear theodium which has been and is heaped 
upon the innocent and hard-working loose | 
pulley,-which only demands decent care. 

The binder, or tightener, also suffers from 
the misdeeds of the men who make and care 
for it.

The binder is also made too heavy, or is 
screwed down too tight, putting undue wear 
on the belt, and getting a bad name thereby. 
Again, the binder may be hung in a very 
flimsy frame, and be continually getting out 
of line. Of course when a binder gets out 
of line, it takes the belt with it. Nobody 
ever thinks any better than that of a binder, 
but they never stop to think that a binder 
can make a belt run well on two pulleys 
with their shafts badly out of alignment. 
It is true, all the same, for by giving the 
binder shaft a proper position, the belt can 
be made to track perfectly on pulleys placed 
at a considerable angle from parallelism. 

A great many forms of binder, or “tight- 
ener” may be found in practice, ranging 
from crude plank and spike” affairs, to elab- 
orate, well-designed iron frame concerns, 
which are ornamental as well as useful, etc. 
With one of these well made concerns, or 
with a well-framed home-made binder, there 
is no trouble in driving or disconnecting, as 
long as the concern is well cared for and 
well oiled. Indeed, with a well-appointed 
binder placed on the slack side of the belt, 
almost the ideal conditions of perfect belt 
operation seem ti be secured. But there are 
so many things that are not kept as they 
should be, that binders often fail to give sar- 
isfaction, and, from the failure of one or 
two unwisely appointed concerns, some mill 
owners are led to look with disfavor upon 
the whole range of binders. However, for 
rough and ready 
binder is a thing to tie to.

Paper Cubes. 

In making paper cubes the cube should be 
reduced about a third in pressing. It will 
then be hard and firm and ready for baking 
in an oven built of brick. The cubes are set 
in sheet iron divisions and placed upon iron 
stands. The fumes from the coke fire bake 
the cubes in a few hours, after which they 
are ready for use. As to tests of the blocks, 
the strength depends a great deal upon the 
The 
firmer the pulp the firmer the block. The 
test for tensile strength is attained by plac- 


ing a piece in clips, and subjecting it to a 
strain of 450 pounds per minute in the test- 
ing machine until fractured. 

The bending test is obtained by putting 
the sample upon two supports at each end, 
and applying a load in the centre. The 
abrasive test is taken on a machine having a 
revolving steel disc, upon which the sam- 
ple is automatically moved under pressure 
of 200 pounds, and the loss of weight result- 
ing from the material ground off in a certain 
time is ascertained. The absorption test 
can be performed by drying a sample at 
100° C. in an oven for three hours, then 
weighing it and placing it in distilled water 
The gain in weight is the 
absorption quality. The expansion and con- 
traction properties may be known by measure- 
ments with Bauschingers’ caliper apparatus, 
or by placing a cube in glass and submitting 
it to the usual exposures.—E xchange.

The bridge is placed 
a considerable distance behind the arch, and, 
owing to the dimensions of the fire chamber 
and the bottom flues the draught is 
checked; and it is claimed that the ash is 
deposited in front of the bridge, whence it 
may from time to time be withdrawn. An 
ordinary boiler furnace provided with bars, 
but capable of being shut off with a damper, 
is employed to start the process and get the 
requisite heat in the furnace chamber to fire

It may in such manner, verhaps, be 
found 1 or 2 per cent. more than usually 
utilized, which I do not dispute, but every-

with these facts, for I acquired the experi- 
ence that on bales with less well protected 
sometimes large shortages of 
weights occurred. 

You write to me that 3% per cent. is the 
regular allowance of tare, but this is not 
true; 5 per cent. is the usual allowance on

Pulp men use both white 
spruces. The latter is more common. They 
can readily be burnt or other 
open and properly drained areas in the 
woodlands. In the early spring loosen up 
the dark soil to fineness; mix, proportion- 
al, five quarts of spruce seeds with thirty 
quarts of oats, and sow broadcast: harrow 
them in; keep out al! fires and rummaging 
stock. They will then take care of them- 
selves. This method is not so available in 
the open country. For quick growth and 
quick profit from the prairie’ plantation, it 
ic better to plant white and Norway 
spruces, they being hardier than the black, 
when the seedlings are about 6 inches high. 
Plant in the spring after the ground is 
deeply well pulverized and sunned, 
placing them say 4 feet apart for easy cul- 
ture, and in due time thin out as needed for 
conducting the test. Rightly managed, the 
spruces and poplars can be profitably cut 
when fifteen or twenty years old. Certain 
it is that no other crop will pay so well in 
the near future. Such groves are very 
healthful, beautiful and protective to the 
home and farm. Strange indeed it is that 
so many of our citizens and not a few farm- 
ers will run wild over the Klondike gold 
discoveries, risking life in an Arctic clim- 
ate, when here in our sunny region a surer 
fortune is attainable.—/.
